This precinct went 163 demo- 
cratic. If thrown out It will elect all 
the republican candidates. 

Maryland went democratic in select 
log members of the Legislature and 
this fact means the return of Arthur 
Pue Gorman to the United States Sen- 
ate after six years In retirement. 

The oldest voter In the country is 
Philip Kiefer, who walked to the pre- 
cinct In Dayton View, O., from his 
home and cast a ballot for Gov. Nash. 
He will be 100 years old this week. 

All records for off years were broken 
by the republicans In the Ohio elec- 
tion. In New Jersey the republican 
plurality Is 14,765. In Pennsylvania 
the antl-Ouav faction reduced the re- 
publican plurality by 50 per cent , yet 
lacked exceeding 50,000 voles of over- 
coming It. 

On the face of the returns, the demo- 
crats will have sixty-three votes on 
joint ballot In the Maryland legislature 
as against fifty-eight for the republl- 
cans, which would Insure the election 
of Arthur P. Gormaa to the federal 
senate. But the republicans will be 
able to organize the bouse, and It Is 
freely predicted that after doing so 
they will unseat eoough democrats to 
give them a majority on joint ballot.
